possesion of most of the administrative 
offices in Lhe state, their military effective- 
ness had been utterly neglected, The men: 
themselves, us they showed: in the ineffees 
tive. defence .of Chapu when attacked 
hy the British, preserved the native 
cournge of the race, but in the absence of 
any military training or organisation their 
efforts were -hopeless ; and foiled in their 
attack on the English and xedueed to 
despair, the men committed suicide rather 
than submit to the disgrace of surrender. 
This was the last stand that Manebus, as

A Tokyo Telegram of the 27th ult. to the 
Uainiché says :—Mevtings of tho foreign repre- 
sentatives wore hold onthe 22nd and 23rd inst, At 
the second meating the representatives discussed 
the demands of the powers, upon the recom- 
mendation of the German Minister., The 
decided, that the. total umonnt,

COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


On the Ist ult. Dr. Morrison telegraphed as 
follows to the Times:—~ | ; 

'The following is a précia of the report’ of the 
committee of British, Gorman, French, and 
Japanose Ministers regarding tho question of 
the indemnity, which was to-day prosented to 
the othor Ministors :— . 

‘Binco it is highly improbsble that China 
could pay by her own resources ‘the £65,000,000 
needed for the inlemnity, four altaratives pre- 
sont themselves. First, a Chinese loan nob 
guaranteed by the Powers, Such oa foan would 
be ‘almost ruinous to’ China. Second, a loan 
puarantecd by all the Powers. Such a loan 
would be easily obtained ; it would hasten the 
payment of indennities and the restoration of 
the normal condition of- the country, and would 
be advantageous to private individuals in China 
and to trade, but it would involve hoavy respon. 
sibilities upon the Governments, aud might 
lead to xituations of great difficulty in the event 
of differences anioug ths guarantecing Powers, 
who might require control over the revenues 
hypothecated. Third, the isso of Chinese 
bonda to.each Power for the amount of the 
indemnity, poyxble at fixed terms, Tho bonds, 
ponring intorest, could serve as security for a 
national loan. Fourth, annual payments, which 
porsons tha inconvenience” of involving sn 
undue prolongation of tho timo of payment. 

The committes decided to lave to the home 
Governmunts ‘the decision regarding the four 
above alternatives, ‘ 

The committes unanimously agree to the 
recommendation that the four following sources 
of revenna should be utilised for payment of 
the indemnity :— ae 

First, the Mavitime Customs, vwhich are 
already under foreign control, ‘Their total 
revonne is from 28,000,000 to 29,000,000- aols, 
ef which 24 010.000 are absorbed in phying tho 
intorest. on foreign loans, and 2,500,000 in the 
maintenance of the staff, while 320,000 ars 
expended: on the University and 1,300,000 on 
the Chinese Legations abroad, 

Secondly, ap increase of the Customs tariff 
to on effective 5 por cent. ad valorem’ would 
give, opium being excepted, from 2,500,020 to 
4,500,000 taelx, , : : 

Thirdly, the native Customa would, if placed 
tinder the Maritime Customs, yield from 
3,000,002 to 16,00,0000 taels, 

Fourthly, duties might be imposed on goods, 
such as flour, butter, ‘cheese, foreign clothing, 
spirita, &o., whieh ore now free. : 

The committee consider that the above four

(5) Tho abolition of Manchu pensions.

The committee express the opinion that 
neither. the land tax nor the dekin can be 
touched.

TRADE OF SOUTH-EAST ASIA. 
-- 


‘A valuable report on the trade and shipping 
of South-East Asia has beon recently issued by 
the Commercial, Labour and Statistical Depart- 
mont of the Board’ of Trade. It has been, 
complied by Mr. T. Worthington from various 
official documonts, and deals with the trade of 
French Indo-China, Siam, the Straits Settlo- 
ments and the British and Dutch possosaions 
in tho East Indies. With regard ta the trade 
of the United Kingdom with the countries .of 
South-Last Asin it is shown. thet the total 
value of the imerchandise imported from 
them into this country in the years 1895-1999 
varied, botween four-nnd-a-half. millions and 
six-and-a-half millions sterling annually, whilst 
the exports to the some countries from. the 
United Kingdom showed a steady increaso in 
value from £4,373,000 in’ 1895 to £5,386,000 ia 
1899, The growth in the import trade is chiofly 
due to increased exports from the Straits Set- 
tloments; these were valued at £5.868,000' in 
1899, as against an average of £4,135,000 for 
the four previous years.” The incrorsed value 
of the export trade of the United Kingdom 
with these countries is duo. likewise partly. t+ 
increased shipments to the Straits Settlomonts 
(£2,560,000 in 1899, aa compared with an average 
of £2.365,000 for the previous four years) and 
also to a growing trade ‘with the Dutch East 
Indies, the exports to which islands wero valued 
at only £1,989,0 (hin 1895 but rose to, £2,423,000 
in 1899. Tho decreased value of imports’ from 
the Dutch East Indies may be. said to bo 
entirely due to smaller shipmonts of sugar, 
the value of these shipmonts having been only 
£87,000 in 1899988 compared with £676,000 in 
1895.

DEFENCE OF THE COALING 
STATIONS. | 


(BY A NAVAL OFFICER.) 
eee 

Tho Secretary of State for War has lately 
expressed tlie apt of the War Office—that 
the Navy should provide a sufficient nambor of 
Marines to releuse five battalions of the line 
from garrison duty at certain naval coaling 
stations, The War Office ‘ulso intends ‘to 
substitute. black troops for white troops—to the 
extent of five battalions—at coaling places in 
the tropics, It isa very unfortunate circums- 
tance that the Admiralty and the War Office 
do not seo eye to oye in the matter of defending 
the naval cosling stations. Asa matter of fact, 
the Admiralty cannot spare 4,0)0 or any other 
largo number of Marines unless an equivalent 
number of “seamen gunners” is provided. To 
do so would take five yeurs—it takes thet time 
to wake a seaman gunner. Not only would the 
tims be required, but sdditiox 11 training-ships, 
barracks, and gunnery snd torpedo gclioo & 
would have to be provided; to say nothing of 
recruiting difficulties. . 

Tho coaling stations proposed to’ be manned 
by the Navy have not yet been named, but it 


where naval establishments exist are’ intended. 
Bermuda and Hongkong are island with naval 
depdts and ecoaling places, xo aro Esquimalt, and 
Port Royal. Bombay-and Malta, though islands, 
ars not intended to be turned over to the Navy 
for obvious reasona:—there axe six battalions at 
Malta. . Naval dopots alio exist at Gilraltar, 
Calcutta, Trincomali, Weihaiwei, Simon's Bay 
Ascension, and Halfax. ‘Caleatta comes under 
the same category a5 Bombay and Malta, so 
does Gibraltar. “‘T'rincomali though a naval 
depot, is probably not meant to be defended 
by the Navy. To garrison Halifax, Bermuda, 
and Hongkong, ag at present, takes three 
battalions, Vancouver anil: Simon's Bay teke 
about 200 men, Ascension is: already provided 
with s marine garrison. Weibsiwei will 
probably soon develop” into ‘an’ important 
naval depét; ‘already # considerable number 
of Marines and the Chinese Rogimont 
are stationed there. Port Royal, Jamaica, 
ig garrisoned ‘by a dotachmont of the West 
India Regiment. To garrison Hongkong 
Woihaiwei, Bormuda, Halifax, Esquimalt, 
and’ Simon’s Bay would take about 2,700 
men; bnt as the War Office intends ‘to 
release five battalions, or 4,00‘ men, there 
ix here a -great margin or disctepancy. 
Tf the War Office cannot or. will not 
find men for thy defence, then the Admiralty 
must, either give up their couling stations 
and trust to steam colliers, hospital, water, 
ammunition, factory, and torpeds-depit ships, 
oreleo find tho ‘men for the defence of the 
depots. 

Should the Admiralty have to undertake the 
defence, of their own coaling stations—and it 
appears thet they will have to do so—they cannot 


enginers xs well as infantry. Two courses aro 
open to the’ Admiralty ; one is to increase the 
number of seamen gunners and concurrently 
part with the number of Marines required by- 
the War Office; this would be the simplest 
plan. and would prohably be the bet arrange- 
mont as e temporary measure, until the dotails 
ofa vastly greater change can be worked out.

OE Magis oe ee 
. An slnount of interest ie at present being at- 
tached-to the schemo.of the Navy Lesgue 
having for its ultimate purpose the manning of 
British ships by Britiah subjects, Tho League 
propose to secure the cy-operation of the various 
ies having control of eduestion moneys, also 
City Companies, shipowners, and others in- 
terested in the question, in order to establish’ 
depdt training-ahips round the consts of the 
‘Bratish Isles for the training of boy sailors 
obtaining “nautical scholarships” from elemen- 
“tary ‘achools. ‘These boys are tobe “of 
ehstacter and of a certain standard of physique 
and ednueation, to bo recommonied for the pur- 
yoso by ‘teachers aml managors of public 
elomentury sebeols, and to enter sbout the age

This scheme having been forwarded to the 
Merchant Service Guild (says a leaflet just 
issued by that Society) togethor with an invita- 
tidn for a rapresontative to attend the projected 
public meoting in London on the matter, in- 
teresting correspondence has ensued between 
the Secretaries of those two bodies.
